The  Barnsley  Rural  District  Gouncil. 


Gentlemen, 

Meteorological.  | N the  matter  of  weather,  1913  proved  to  be  a year  when 
1 everything  was  a little  below  the  average.  There  were 
seven  fewer  hot  days  than  the  average  for  40  years ; 
20  fewer  days  of  frost;  12  fewer  days  on  which  rain  fell,  and 
H inches  less  than  the  average  amount  of  rain. 

On  the  other  hand  days  of  moderate  warmth  were  29  above 
the  average,  so  that  on  the  whole  the  year  was  milder  than 
usual. 

The  rainfall  in  February  was  unusually  small,  '65  inches, 
whereas  in  March,  when  dry  windy  weather  would  have  been 
acceptable,  rain  fell  on  23  days  out  of  31,  and  amounted  to 
inches. 

'I’owards  the  end  of  May  we  had  some  hot  weather  which 
continued  more  or  less  throughout  June,  but  July  as  a whole 
was  undoubtedly  cooler  than  the  average,  and  August  also, 
so  that  the  4ft.  earth  thermometer  never  registered  more  than 
54‘5‘^.  As  the  temperature  at  this  de])th  is  a fairly  correct 
index  of  the  balance  of  heat  given  out  and  received  by  the 
earth  from  the  sun,  and  the  years  in  which  the  4 ft.  earth 
thermometer  does  not  reach  56*^  are  few  and  far  between,  it  is 
clear  that  in  1913  there  was  a distinct  deticiency  of  solar  heat 
in  this  district. 

The  meteorological  curiosity  of  the  year  was  a fall  of  2 
inches  of  rain  in  Barnsley  in  24  houi-s,  between  9 a.m.  on 
September  17,  and  9 a.m.  on  the  following  day.  There  has 
been  no  such  downfall  in  Barnsley  for  the  last  15  years,  at  all 
events. 

In  the  nett  result  1913  was  not,  in  this  district,  a healthy 
year.  Respiratory  diseases  such  as  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia, 
seem  to  have  been  particularly  favoured  by  the  comparatively 
cold  wet  weather  of  the  year. 
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General 

Statistics. 


The  population  of  your  District  for  the  census  of  1901. 
was  4,044.  At  the  census  of  1911  it  was  4,125.  In  10  years, 
therefore,  the  increase  in  population  was  only  81.  It  seemed 
to  me,  therefore,  in  January  of  this  year  that  it  would  be  safer 
to  take  the  same  figure  as  last  year  as  yonr  estimated  popula- 
tion, namely  4,150,  though  this  figure  should  probably  be 
slightly  increased  in  consequence  of  the  building  of  new  houses 
in  Carlton  and  at  Haigh  Lane  in  the  Woolley  township. 

This  increase  of  houses  will  of  course  be  allowed  for  in 
the  estimated  population  for  1914,  but  the  following  statistics 
are  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  population  of  your 
District  in  the  middle  of  June  remained  about  4,150. 

During  1913  there  were  117  births  and  60  deaths  regis- 
tered in  your  District.  Three  of  these  deaths  were  suicides, 
two  occuT-riug  in  Carlton  and  one  in  Billingley  of  people  who 
wei-e  not  resident  in  your  District.  These  three  deaths  there- 
fore have  to  be  deducted,  but  on  the  other  hand  8 residents  of 
yonr  District  died  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  District. 
A nett  addition  of  5 deaths  Las  therefore  to  be  made  to  the 
60  actually  registered  in  the  District  leaving  the  nett  deaths 
belonging  to  the  District  65  in  number. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  therefore  15'66,  and  the 
birth  rate  28'19,  figui’es  which  very  closely  approximate  to 
those  1 have  calculated  in  my  reports  month  by  month. 

The  death  rate  is  nearly  5 per  thousand  higher  than  that 
of  last  year,  and  the  birth  I’ate  nearly  5 per  thousand  lower. 

A small  increase  all  round  both  in  the  number  of  deaths 
caused  by  various  diseases  and  the  number  of  deaths  caused  at 
the  various  age  periods  are  responsible  for  this  increase,  I’ather 
than  any  particular  cause  of  death  or  any  increase  in  the 
numbers  dying  at  any  particular  age  period. 

Of  the  deaths  15  were  among  Infants  under  1 year  of  age, 
and  as  there  were  117  births  registered  during  the  year  the 
Infant  mortality  or  deaths  under  1 year  per  thousand  of  births 
registered  is  128'20,  a higher  figure  than  in  1912,  but  a lower 
figure  than  any  of  the  four  preceding  years. 

Of  the  births  111  were  legitimate,  and  6 illegitimate.  14 
of  the  former  and  1 of  the  latter  died.

Diseases. 


Attack  Rate. 


Of  the  seven  principal  infectious  diseases,  namely : — 
Small  Pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Diph- 
theria, Enteric  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea,  only  Measles  caused  any 
deaths  in  your  district  during  1913.  There  were  two  deaths 
from  Measles,  and  these  were  children  just  under  2 years  and 
just  over  5 years  respectively,  both  living  in  Carlton. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  your  district  is  therefore  "48 
as  compared  with  ‘8  for  Rural  England  and  Wales. 

The  diseases  which  now  come  under  the  Notifications  Act 
are  Small  Pox,  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Fever,  and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

16  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  14  the  previous  year.  3 (6 j of  these  were  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  2 at  Stainbrough  and  1 at  Billingley ; 4 (2)  were  cases 
of  Diphtheria,  3 from  Woolley  Colliery  and  1 at  Billingley  ; 
5 (1)  were  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  1 from  Carlton,  2 from 
Woolley,  and  2 from  Stainbrough;  1 (3)  case  of  Erysipelas 
from  Stainbi’ough  ; 3 (1)  wei’e  cases  of  Pulmoiiary  Tubercu- 
losis, 1 each  from  Caidton,  Woolley,  and  Notton.  The  Carlton 
case  was  not  discovered  to  be  such  until  the  man  died  at  Leeds 
Infirmary. 

3 of  the  four  cases  of  Diphtheria,  1 of  the  Scarlet  Fever 
cases,  and  4 of  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  isolated  in  the 
Kendray  Hospital,  where  they  all  recovered. 

Each  case  was  visited  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  receipt 
of  the  notification,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises 
was  investigated.  The  milk  and  water  supply  and  the  amount 
of  bedroom  accommodation  were  enquired  into,  and  the  parents 
or  friends  of  patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
or  Typhoid  Fever  were  urged  to  take  advantage  of  the 
Kendray  Hospital.  In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
any  school  attended  by  children  from  the  infected  house  was 
warned  of  the  danger  of  infection,  and  when  the  patient  had 
been  removed  to  Hospital,  or,  if  kept  at  home,  had  suflBciently 
recovered,  the  house  was  disinfected  by  a spray  of  formalin 
solution,  while  any  clothes  or  bedding,  when  necessary,  were 
disinfected  by  steam  in  a Thresh  Steam  Disinfector. 

The  Attack  Rates  for  your  District  as  given  by  Dr. 
Newsholme,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  are  as  follows  : — '73  per  I.UOU  persons  living  for  Scarlet 
Fever;  P21  for  Typhoid  Fever;  '24  for  Erysipelas;  and  ‘97 
for  Diphtheria. 
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Of  the  West  Riding  Rural  Districts  only  Sedbrook  and 
Rowland  have  a lower  Scarlet  Fever  attack  rate. 

Of  the  28  West  Riding  Rural  Districts  17  have  higher 
aud  the  I’emainder  lower  Diphtheria  attack  rates. 

Doncaster  Rural  only  has  a higher  Typhoid  attack  rate, 
but  as  one  of  your  cases  was  imported  from  another  district, 
and  one  was  not  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  all,  the  real  attack 
rate  of  Typhoid  Fever  actually  arising  in  your  district  is  'IZ  ; 
but  even  so  this  would  only  bring  you  out  third  from  top 
instead  of  second. 

I think  there  is  some  reason  to  suspect  that  a certain 
number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  a mining  district  derive 
their  source  of  infection  from  the  mines  themselves,  and  not 
from  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  homes.  One  of  the  three 
cases  was  a miner. 

Seeing  that  patients  in  the  early  stages  of  Typhoid  Fever 
often  continue  to  woi-k  in  the  mines,  even  though  they  are 
suffering  from  slight  Diarrhoea,  it  is  fairly  obvious  that  stools 
and  urine  contaminated  with  the  Typhoid  Fever  Bacillus  must 
be  present  in  the  workings  of  most  pits,  and  therefore  it  is 
extremely  probable  that  a virulent  form  of  infection  will  often 
be  present  in  one  or  more  pits  of  the  district,  and  as  a large 
proportion  of  your  population  consists  of  mijiers  your  Enteric 
attack  rate  is  more  likely  to  approximate  to  that  of  mining 
towns  than  to  that  of  purely  Rural  Yorkshire. 

In  the  matter  of  Erysipelas,  the  Barnsley  Rural  District 
is  7th  lowest  in  its  attack  rate. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Of  the  3 Scarlet  Fever  cases  the  first,  occurring  in 
Billingley,  was  undoubtedly  infected  at  the  schools  in  a neigh- 
boui’ing  parish.  Of  the  two  cases  at  Stainbrough  which 
occurred  simultaneously  in  December  the  source  of  infection 
was  not  clear.  A school  girl  aged  9 and  her  brother  aged  23 
both  began  to  be  ill  on  December  20th,  and  therefore  pre- 
sumably were  infected  on  the  same  date  by  the  same  person. 
This  seems  to  exclude  the  school  source  of  infection  and  might 
very  possibly  be  due  to  a Baimsley  place  of  amusement. 

Diphtheria.  The  4 cases  of  Dii^htheria  w'ere  separated  in  time  and 

geography  in  such  a way  that  it  is  most  unlikely  that  there 
was  any  connection  between  them.  The  first  case  was  a 
woman  of  50  at  Woolley  Colliery  at  the  beginning  of  Februajy.

Tlie  second  case  was  from  Woolley  Edge  towards  the  end  of 
March.  The  third  case  was  in  November,  again  at  Woolley 
Colliery,  and  the  4th  case  was  in  December  at  Billingley. 

The  first  Woolley  Colliery  case  refused  to  go  to  the 
Hospital.  'J’he  case  from  Woolley  Edge,  and  the  second 
Woolley  Colliery  case  were  isolated.  No  secondary  cases  were 
traced  to  any  of  them. 

The  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  same  way  seem  to  have 
given  rise  to  no  secondary  cases.  The  first  was  notified  in 
March  and  had  arrived  in  the  District  a*  few  days  before  she 
started  to  be  ill.  The  second  case  notified  in  June  pi’oved  not 
to  be  Typhoid  at  all. 

The  third  case  was  notified  in  October,  the  patient  was  a 
young  man  working  on  a railway.  He  was  removed  to 
Hospital  and  recovei’ed.  I was  unable  to  find  anj'  probable 
source  of  infection. 

The  fourth  case  notified  was  in  November  at  Woolley 
Colliery,  and  the  fifth  case  was  at  Hood  Gi’een  in  December. 
This  case  refused  isolation  and  we  could  trace  no  connection 
between  her  and  the  October  case,  which  also  was  at  Hood 
Green. 

The  one  case  of  Erysipelas  was  a child  of  3 at  R-atten 
Row,  Stainbrough.  There  were  no  circumstances  of  special 
sanitary  interest  about  this  case. 

Although  thei*e  were  two  deaths  from  Measles  in  Carlton 
there  was  no  such  epidemic  of  Measles  in  that  district  as  to 
necessitate  the  closure  of  the  school. 

The  schools  that  were  closed  during  the  year  were 
Woolley  Colliery  School  which  was  closed  on  account  of  an 
epidemic  of  Mumps  from  2nd  May  to  23rd  May,  and  the 
VVoolley  Village  School  which  had  17  cases  of  Mumps  among 
the  77  children  attending,  and  wa,s  closed  from  July  4th  to 
July  31st.  The  attacked  houses  were  widely  scattered 
throughout  the  Districts  served  by  the  School,  and  it  was 
obvious  that  the  soui’ce  of  infection  was  the  school,  and  the 
closure  of  the  school  brought  the  epidemic  to  an  end. 

In  November  16  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were  reported 
among  cliildren  attending  the  schools  at  Carlton,  but  the 
epidemic  did  not  become  sufficiently  serious  to  make  it  neces- 
sary or  advisable  to  close  the  schools. 


Pink  Eye. 


In  November  also  there  was  a very  extensive  outbreak  of 
Pink  Eye  at  Woolley  Colliei’y,  18  children  of  the  104  on  the 
rolls  of  the  Woolley  Collieiy  School  being  absent  on  this 
account.  Tour  Sanitary  Inspector  went  down  to  make  special 
investigation  on  the  subject  and  reported  as  follows : — 

“ This  outbreak  was  observed  to  start  about  the  5th  of 
“ November,  and  to-day,  December  2nd,  1913,  17  children  of 
“ the  104  on  the  rolls  are  absent  on  account  of  Pink  Eye.  1 
“ find  several  cases  have  about  recovered  but  fresh  cases  are 
“ continually  arising.  The  children  affected  at  the  school  are 
“ generally  the  eldest.  1 also  found  a number  of  adults,  chiefly 
“ mothers,  had  been  affected  by  the  disease. 

“ There  ai’e  three  class-i’ooms  at  this  school,  and  in  two 
“ of  them  the  children  have  been  affected.  The  school  towels 
“ are  not  used  by  the  children  .since  the  outbi’eak,  but  at  other 
“ times  the  school  towels  ai’e  changed  twice  a week,  or  more 
“ often  if  required.  The  schoolmaster  has  warned  the  parents 
“ to  use  separate  towels  for  these  cases  and  separate  water  for 
“ washing  purposes. 

“ It  is  supposed  that  the  infection  came  from  a neigh- 
“ bouring  district  wheie  the  disease  had  been  prevalent  for 
“ some  time.  The  children  are  being  sent  home  from  school 
“ when  found  to  be  infected. 

“ The  children  at  one  of  the  farms,  which  supplies  milk  to 
“ a great  number  of  the  attacked  houses,  are  actually  suffering 
“ from  the  disease.  The  cows  were  inspected  by  a Veterinary 
“ Surgeon  about  the  time  of  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak,  and 
“ in  no  case  was  Pink  Eye  observed  among  them.” 

As  the  disease  was  so  wide-spread  and  affected  many  other 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  than  the  school  children  it 
seemed  quite  useless  to  suggest  school  closui’e  as  at  all  likely 
to  bring  the  outbreak  to  an  end.  I therefore  advised  that  the 
school  should  continue  open  and  asked  that  the  dangers  of 
infection  from  towels,  &c.,  should  be  emphasized  by  the 
teachers  at  the  school. 

The  epidemic  came  to  an  end  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Annual  The  usual  systematic  annual  inspection  was  made  during 

Inspection,  year,  and  the  results  reported  at  your  monthly  meetings. 
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Water  Supply. 


Housing. 


'I'lie  water  supply  tlirongliout  tlie  dislricl  continiTes  satis- 
factory, what  complaints  there  are  come  from  houses  which 
chance  to  be  on  a dead  end.  Any  such  houses  are  apt  to  get  at 
times  a muddy  supply  of  water,  which  can  only  be  dealt  with 
by  allowing  the  water  to  run  from  the  tap  until  it  runs  clear. 
The  water  supply  to  part  of  your  district  from  the  Penistone 
Rural  water  supply  and  the  Deaime  Yalley  Water  Company  is 
somewhat  hard,  but  is  quite  pure  and  suitable  drinking  water, 
and  infinitely  superior  to  that  supplied  from  wells.  Those 
parts  of  your  district  which  get  Barnsley  water  are  un- 
doubtedly the  most  favoured  in  this  matter. 

The  houses  near  Staincross  station  are  still  without  satis- 
factory drainage  and  still  drain  into  sumps  as  reported  last 
year’,  but  I am  glad  to  say  that  New  Carlton  Parish  Council 
has  been  very  active  in  this  matter  during  the  past  year,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  during  1914  the  final  solution  will  be  arrived 
at,  whereby  the  houses  will  drain  to  the  present  Carlton 
Sewage  Works  which  it  is  intended  to  enlarge  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  the  extra  sewage,  and  also  the  sewage  of  any 
possible  houses  that  may  be  built  down  Carlton  Lane.  In 
another  portion  of  your  district  the  Colliery  development  has 
raised  the  sewage  disposal  difficulty  in  a rather  acute  form. 
10  new  houses  have  been  built  on  Haigh  Lane  and  it  is 
intended  to  build  10  more  houses  above  these.  When  these  10 
new  houses  are  built  it  is  almost  certain  that  the  ovei’flow  from 
the  sumps  will  begin  to  pollute  the  river,  and  the  only  way  of 
meeting  the  difficulty  will  be  to  construct  a small  sewage 
disposal  works  to  deal,  if  possible,  with  the  whole  of  the  houses 
in  Haigh  Lane.  A scheme  for  providing  such  sewage  works 
has  been  under  consideration  during  the  year,  and  what  can  be 
done  will  depend  on  the  price  demanded  by  a neighbouring 
landowner  for  the  necessary  land  and  wayleaves  for  a complete 
scheme. 

If  this  cost  should  be  excessive  it  may  be  necessary  to 
deal  with  the  new  houses  only  by  a small  but  adequate  system 
of  purification  without  looking  ahead  to  the  possible  increase 
of  population  along  this  lane. 

Of  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  two  at  Woolley 
Colliery  have  been  working  satisfactorily,  also  those  at 
Billingley  and  North  Gawber. 

At  Carlton  we  have  had  some  trouble  thi-ough  the  year, 
and  undoubtedly  the  stream  receiving  the  effluent  has  been 
polluted.  I believe  it  to  be  largely  due  to  the  neglect  on  the 
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part  of  those  -who  have  looked  after  the  Sewage  Works,  and 
also  partly  to  the  fact  that  about  half  the  Hlter  beds  have  been 
allowed  to  get  into  a very  unsatisfactory  condition. 

On  the  daj"^  of  my  visit  the  etllnont  was  fair.  An  expert 
re])ort  on  the  Sewage  Woi'ks  stated  that  the  present  works 
could  be  made  entirely  adequate  to  cope  with  the  whole  of  the 
existing  sewage  by  means  of  the  additional  land  to  be  brought 
in  under  the  new  scheme,  to  deal  with  additional  sewage  from 
elsewhere. 

We  have  further  arranged  to  make  in  the  coming  year  a 
plant  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  Hood  Gi-een  and  from 
Ratten  Row,  in  the  Township  of  Stainbrongh,  though  I do  not 
think  that  the  two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  which  have  occurred 
at  Hood  Green  were  actually  infected  in  the  district,  still  their 
occurrence  suggests  that  the  new  ai'rangemeuts  are  being  made 
none  too  soon. 

At  Nottou  the  new  water  supply  continues  satisfactory, 
and  the  sanitary  conveniences  aie  now  satisfactory  for  an 
outlying  country  village. 

In  Woolley  Village  considerable  improvements  have  been 
made  to  three  bouses  mentioned  in  my  last  report  as  having 
defective  spouts  and  a sink  that  was  not  disconnected.  These 
houses  are  now  in  a much  more  satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  now  no  uncovered  ashpits  in  the  District. 

Housing.  During  1913,  92  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing 

and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909.  91  of  these  houses  were  found 

satisfactory  on  inspection.  In  the  case  of  20  of  the  houses  in 
I'egard  to  which  notices  wei’e  served  to  remedy  defects  the 
notices  were  satisfactorily  complied  with  in  all  cases. 

' The  one  house  which  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation 
was  voluntarily  closed. 

Water  Supply.  During  1913  the  water  supply  was  laid  on  at  the  Notion 
Great  Central  Station  and  to  8 houses. 

Some  part  of  the  mains  in  Carlton  have  been  enlarged  and 
also  part  of  the  service  pipes. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  sent  to  the  Analyst  and  all 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

Closet  In  youi‘  district  there  are  38  pail  closets,  215  privies  with 

Accommodation(,Qyg|.g(|  middens,  and  30  water  closets. 

During  1913,  3 privies  have  been  reconstructed  as  water 
closets,  and  7 new  houses  have  been  built  with  water  closets. 

Nuisances.  During  the  year  11  notices  were  served  to  abate  nuisances 

in  tlie  cases  discovered  in  the  course  of  the  house  to  house 
inspection,  and  the  notices  were  complied  with  in  all  cases,  and 
a nuisance  in  hand  at  the  end  of  1912  was  also  abated  daring 
the  year. 

Food  and  Diu'ing  the  year  we  have  taken  six  samples  of  milk  for 

Drugs  Act.  analy.sis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  none  of  these 
were  found  to  be  adulterated.  7 samples  were  also  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  no  evidence  was  found  of 
tuberculous  infection. 

Special  During  the  year  a complete  inspection  was  made  of  all 

Inspections,  qqws  throughout  the  district  by  Mr.  Martin  Robinson  and  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  results  I’eported  to  you  at  your 
monthly  meetings.  There  was  no  case  of  any  disease  being 
attributed  to  milk  in  1913. 

Of  the  25  cowsheds  in  your  district  56  inspections  have 
been  made  and  the  cowsheds  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
approximate  number  of  milch  cows  in  the  district  is  245. 

Slaughter-  Five  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  were  frequently 

houses,  inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

Canal  Boats.  16  canal  boats  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  a 

generally  satisfactory  condition. 

The  yearly  report  on  milch  cows,  mistals,  milk  shops  and 
dairies,  and  the  annual  report  on  canal  boats  made  by  Mr. 
Thompson,  your  Sanitary  Inspector',  are  as  follows  : — 

COW  xVlISTALS,  MILICSHOPS,  AND  DAIRIES.” 

“ Gentlemen, 

“ There  are  25  registered  milk  dealers  and  cow-keepers  in 
“ the  district,  with  acconnnodation  for  245  milch  cows — an 
“ increase  of  2 on  1913.  There  are  at  present  216  milch  cows 
“ in  the  district,  which  is  an  increase  of  20  on  1913.  There  is 
“ also  1 additional  milkshop. 
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'‘I  liave  not  been  able  to  trace  any  deaths  from  Antliiax. 
“ One  cow  sent  to  the  slaughter  was  found  to  be  a very  acute 
“ case  of  Tuberculosis. 

“Sanitary  improvemenls  are  still  being  made  in  cow 
“ mistals  on  registered  premises,  and  where  the  tenant  is  in 
“ possession  of  a certificate. 

“ There  are  several  cases  cf  non-registration  of  premises, 
“ or  certificates  granted,  where  milk  is  sold,  and  the  cow 
“ mistals  are  not  under  inspection.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that 
“ these  will  shortly  be  subject  to  the  usual  inspection. 

“ The  mistals  now  under  sanitary  inspection  have  been 
“ kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

“ It  is  still  very  necessary  that  cow-keepers  sbojild  pay 
“ more  attention  to  the  grooming  of  milch  cows  when  chained 
“ up,  and  to  insist  on  dry  hands  for  milking.

“CANAL  BOATS.” 


“ Gentlemen, 

“ During  the  year  1913  I examined  16  canal  boats,  regis- 
“ tered  to  carry  72  persons,  the  number  of  persons  occupying 
“ the  same  being  20  males,  10  females,  and  11  children;  all 
“ the  children  were  under  school  age. 

“ Two  captains  were  cautioned  against  the  uucleanliness 
“ of  their  cabins.  Two  owners  were  instructed  to  have  their 
“cabins  painted,  and  these  instructions  have  been  complied 
“ with.  The  owner  of  one  of  the  boats  was  requested  to  have 
“ the  number  painted  on  the  boat. 

“ With  the  exception  of  the  above  there  have  been  no 
“ serious  infringements  of  the  Acts  with  regard  to  registration, 
“ notification  of  change  of  master’s  certificate,  overcrowding, 
“ separation  of  sex,  cleanliness,  ventilation,  painting,  provision 
“of  water  casks,  removal  of  bilge  water,  notifications  of  infec- 
“ tious  diseases,  or  admittance  of  Inspector.

Summary. 


“ No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken,  and  no  case  of 
“ infectious  disease  has,  to  my  knowledge,  occurred.

Tlie  factories  and  workshops  that  are  within  your  district 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  no  action  has  been 
required. 

Although  there  may  not  be  very  many  results  shewn  in 
1913  in  the  way  of  improvements  in  your  district,  a very  great 
deal  of  necessary  spade  work  has  been  done  to  make  the 
starting  point  for  certain  very  necessary  improvements,  namely 
the  improved  drainage  of  the  cottages  near  Staincross  station, 
the  improved  drainage  of  Hood  Green  and  Ratten  Row,  Stain- 
brough,  and  the  improved  drainage  of  the  houses  that  have 
been  built  or  are  about  to  be  built  in  Haigh  Lane ; so  that 
although  none  of  these  works  have  as  yet  been  brought  to  a 
conclusion  very  great  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
necessary  preliminaries,  so  that  in  the  near  future  we  may 
expect  to  have  all  these  schemes  in  working  order. 

That  such  schemes  are  necessary  and  not  merely  money 
thrown  away  I think  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  though  your 
district  is  a Rural  District,  your  death  rate  on  occasion,  as  in 
1913,  is  apt  to  be  above  that  of  Rural  England  and  Wales,  and 
likewise  your  infant  mortality  ; at  the  same  time  of  course 
your  birth  rate  is  also  considerably  higher  than  Rural  England 
and  Wales,  and  when  that  is  the  case  the  infant  mortality  is 
nearly  always  also  higher  than  when  the  birth-rate  is  as  low  as 
that  of  Rural  England  and  Wales.  I think,  therefore,  that  the 
future  outlook  for  your  district  is  distinctly  satisfactory.
